The Declaration of Independence 


(Unanimously Adopted in Congress, July 4th, 1776, 
at Philudelpina) 


When, in the course of human events, it becumes neces- 
sary for one people to dissulve the political bands which 
have connected them with another, and to assume among 
the powers of the earth, the separate und equa] station to 
which the Laws of Nature and of Nature’s God entitle them, 
a decent respect to the opinions of mankind requires that 
they should declure the causes which impel them to the 
separation, ‘ 

We hold these truths to be self-evident, that all men are 
created equal, thul they are enduwed by their Creator with 
certain unalienable Kignts, that umong these are Lite, Liberly 
and the pursuit of Happiness. That tu secure these rights, 
Governments are instituted among Men, deriving their just 
powers from the consent of the governed, ‘Vhat whenever 
any Form ot Government becomes destructive of these ends, 
it is the Right of the People tu alter or tu abelish it, and tu 
institute new Government, laying its fuundation on such 
principies, and organizing its powers in such turm, as tv them 
shall seem must likely to effect their Sutely and Happiness. 
brudence, indeed, will dictate that Governments long estab- 
lished should not be changed for light and transient causes, 
and accordingly all experience hath shewn, that mankind 
are more disposed to suifer, while evils are sufferable, than 
to right themselves by abolishing the turms to which they 
are accustomed. But when a lung train of abuses and usurp- 
utions, pursuing invariably the same’ Object, evinces a design 
tw reduce them under absolute Despotism, it is their right, 
it is their duty, to throw off such Government, ind to pro- 
vide new Guards for their future security. Such has been 
the patient sufferance of these Colun.es; and such is now the 
necessity wroick constrains them to alte: ther former Sys- 
tems of Government. ‘The history of the present King of 

~- Great Britanr is a-history-of repeated nyJurres—and—usurpa>~ 
tions, all having in direct object the establishment of an ab- 
solute Tyranny over these States. To prove this, let Facts 
be submitted to a candid.world. 
He has refused his Assent to Laws, the most whulesome 
and necessary for the public good. 

He has forbidden his Governors to pass Laws of im- 
mediate and pressing importance, unless suspended in their 
operation till his Assent should be obtained; and when so 
suspended, he has utterly negiectea to attend to them. 

He has refused to pass other Laws for the acconimeda-

He has constrained our fellow Citizens taken Captive on 
the high Seas to bear Arms against their Country, to become 
the executioners of their friends and Brethern, or to fall 
themselves by their Hands. : 

He has excited domestic insurrections amongst us, and 
has endeavored to bring on the inhabitants of our frontiers, 
the merciless Indian Savages, whose known rule of warfare 
is an undistinguished destruction of all ages, sexes and con- 
ditions. 

In every stage of these Oppressions We have Petitioned 
for Redress in the most humble terms; Our repeated Peti- 
tions have been answered by Yepeated injury: A Prince, 
whose character is thus marked by every act whith may de- 
fine a Tyrant, is unfit to be the ruler of a free people. 

Nor have We been wanting in attentions to our British 
brethern. We have warned them from time to time of at- 
tempts by their bat igtrs y to extend an unwarrantable juris- 
diction over us. e have reminded them of the circum- 
stances of our emigration and settlement here. We have ap- 
pealed to their native justice and magnanimity, and we have 
conjured them by the ties of our common kindred to disavow 
these usurpations, which would inevitably interrupt our con- 
nections and correspondence. They, too--have been deaf to 
the voice of justice and consanguinity. We must, therefore, 
acquiesce in the necessity, which denounces our Separation, 
and hold them, as we hold the rest of mankind, Enemies in 
War, in Peace, Friends. 

WE, THEREFORE;“‘the Representatives of the United 
States of America, in General Congress Assembled, appeal- 
ing to the Su reme Judge of the world for the. rectitude of
